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April 22——Several applications were 
made again for New Testaments. Among 
the applicants was a heathen boy of the 
Brahmin caste. The Roman Catholics, 
when asked the reason of their desiring 
the Testament, gave us, in general, this 
answer: “In our church we hear Latin, 
which we do not understand ; we wish to 
read and understand ourselves.” An aged 
person among them seemed to be a zealot. 
His business, he said, is to converse with 
the heathen about the truth. When re- 
ceiving the Testament, he appeared to be 
greatly joyful ; and, in a pathetic manner, 
sang the following lines in Tamul, which, 
when I did not understand them, he gave 
afterwards in writing to our servant :— 
“ The true God sent. you, his chosen, for 
our sake, For that you have gladly given 
us the Gospel, in order to learn it, and to 
walk faithfully, in peace and according to 
the truth, we give you, Sir, our united 
thanks.” 

April 23. Sunday.—In the forenoon, two 
Roman Catholics came to see us. The 
one told me that he but lately had become 
a member of that communion, having be+ 
fore been a heathen. I asked him what 
difference he had found therein, for there 
also they worship images. He looked 
strangely into the face of the other. I 
spake with them about true Christianity, 
and wished to impress upon them the 
main points of it—the deep depravity of 
in Jesus 
Christ alone. I pointed him to the third 
chapter to the Romans, which he read. 
Coming to the verses, There is none that 
seeketh after God : they are all gone out 
of the way : they are together become un- 
profitable : there is none that doeth good,— 
he looked up, and seemed to wonder at 
this doctrine. Afterward also, All have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of God, 
being justified freely by hia grace, through 
the redemption that is in Jeeue Christ. All 
this seemed to please him, and he asked 
whether he might come this evening again. 
The other inquired whether they should 
find me alwayshere, I told them that we 
read every evening the New Testament 
with our servants: if they chose, they 
might come and hear ; admonishing them 
thoroughly to search themselves, to re- 
pent, and to turn unto their God indeed. 

We have not seen them again. 

April 24.——A Roman Catholic, who had 
some days ago received a Testament, came 
again this morning to see us, and to receive 
further instruction. I gratified his desire. 
Other Roman Christians asked for Testa- 
ments in the course of the day, and recei- 


ved them. Among them came three per- | :

During 
our conversation, which led to our reading 
to him the history of the creation and of 
the fall, to which he listened with satisfac- 
tion, three other heathens came, one of 
whom was the formerly-mentioned Panda- 
ram priest. They sat down; and heard, 
afterward, the history of our Saviour’s 
birth, which I read to them from St. Mat- 
thew and St. Luke. They all desired to 
have the Testament; and, being able to 
read, received it, attended with admoni- 
tions to leave their superstitions, and 
to hearken to the truth. One had 
brought his heathen book with him. I 
wished them to copy it for me; by whic h 
I partly intended to give them some em- 
ploy, and to pay for it; since the one had 
requested us to supply him with work, be- 
cause, if he did not go any more about and 


he could not support himself. May God 
enlighten their hearts ! 

Few applications for the New Testa- 
ment were made by Roman Catholics. _ 

May |.—We opened the Free School in 
our garden. About twenty children of 
Dr. Rottler’s congregation, and twelve 
heathen children which Paschal the Eng- 
lish schoolmaster had before in his school, 
made the beginning. This Jatter school is 
mentioned in the minute of the 14th of 
April. The new plan of education’ which 
we wish to introduce, both in Tamul and 
English, being strange both to the chil- 
dren and the schoolmaster, will require 
some time to bring them into the desired 
practice of it. Most of this day was there- 
fore taken up with arranging the school. 
Our school tables and benches being not 
yet ready, and the cards for the Tanul 
school unprepared, the whole cannot yet 
be put in order.

May 10.—The schoolmesters find it 
difficult to enter into the new system of 
instruction.

Our four native schools continue to pros- 
per, and [ hope the Divine truths the chil- 
dren there read and commit to memory, 
have begun to produce some good effects 
upon their minds. It is our intention short- 
ly to open two or three new schools insome 
of the neighboring villages. We purpose 
also shd¥tly to commence the regular per- 
formance of Divine worship, in the Canara 
language, in one of oar school houses at 
home, which we have reason to hope may 
be pretty well attended. Many of the na- 
tives occasionally attend our English wor- 
ship in the fort. 

Qur European congregation is now larg- 
erthan our place will conveniéntly hold, 
and I hope much good is doing. In the 
84th regiment (now stationed here) there 
is a considerable number of young men of 
good education, and very respectable con- 
nections : several of these have been indu- 
ced to attend our meetings, and we have 
reason to hope that a few of them are un- 
der very serious concern, At our next 
church meeting upwards of twenty will be 
added to us, who, we have every reason to 
believe, have received the grace of God in 
truth. It would delight you much to sec 
the interest these poor men manifest in 
missionary affairs,and the fervency of their 
supplications at our missionary meeting

The Black Worm. 

Worcester, May 21.—We learn that a species of 
worm is making great ravages, on some farms in 
this town, and in many other places in this part 
Their depredations are mostly 
confined to dry and light pasture ground. Their 
march is in a displayed colwan, and their progress 
is as distinetly marked as the course of a fire 
which has overrun the herbage in a dry pasture. 
Not a blade of grass is left standing in their rear. 

From the appearance of the worm and its man. 
ner of destroying vegetables, it is supposed to be 
the same which usually infests gardens, and is 
commonly called the eut-worm. 

We are informed, that about forty vears ago the 
same kind of worm made great destruction in 
ploughed land, among spring grain, but particu- 
larly in fields of flax, The most successful mode 


| then adopted was, to throw up an jntrenchment 


in their front, leaving the light earth on the op- 


| posite banke In attempting te scale the walls, 


their foundation gives way, and they are precipi 


| tated into the ditch, where they soon perish. The 
| same method may be adopted in pasture or mow- 


ing land, by ploughing a deep furrow ; the edge 
of which being made light with a hoe, will soon 
become (ry and impassable. The furrow should 
be turned on the bank which they are to ascend. 

As itis doubtful whether the grass will again 
sprout, at least for the present season, it is recom- 
mended to the farmer, to plough in the ravaged 
ground, and sow it for fodder, or plant it with po- 
taloes, according to his means. It is happily yet m 
season for potatoes; and by the use of plaisier, he 
may hope to obtain a profitable crop. 

(Nore—We understand that some experienced 
and judicious farmers have sorted to the expedient 
of burning over the fields infested by the worms ; and 
that the experiment had the desired effect }

caster, Billerica, Bridgewater, Sherburne, Shrews- 
bury, and numerous other places besides those 
which have been mentioned. In the towns to the 
westward they are extremely numerous. A gen- 
tleman from Shrewsbury informs us, that onTues- 
day afternoon he was present when a square foot 
of earth was dug up, and upwards of 300 of these 
insects found in it. Our informant &, they 
commence their depredations about § o’clock in 
the afternoon. and cease about 7 in the morning. 
Their progress is in a direct course, yyning nei- 
ther to the right nor left ; and when they meet 
obstructions in front which they cannot surmount, 
they persevere until they perish. Furrows made 
in front of them are fuund to be an effectual im- 
pediment, when not very numerous. A similar 
Worm appeared about the vear 1774; ard the 
ridges of furrows then made to stop their pro- 
gress are now visible in many places. Our in- 
formant conjectures that the eggs from which 
these voracious insects have issued, were deposi- 
ted by the innumerable small flies which were 
seen immediately after the snow was dissolved 
last year. They do not touch clover grass. 


phial contaming a number of these insects, with 
the following note :— 
** Lancaster, May 23, 1817- 

“ Dear Sir,—You will receive herewith a phial 
containing a number of the Locust Insects which 
are destroying many fields in the country; that 
your Naturalists may see them, and ascertain 
their species. I gathered them from my interval 
land yesterday. One of my neighbors has had 40 
acres of pasture so destroyed by them, that not a 
single spire of green grass is left thereon. I am 
burning over my lands, and intend to plough and 
plant them, Yours, respectfully.” 

An intelligent correspondent, who has seen the 
above insects, says, “It is not as has been sug- 
gested the larva of the Locust. The real Locust 
is of the Linnazan genus Grylive, and the larva of 
that genus resembles the perfect insect ; but this 
insect is now in the caterpillar form.” 

Some of these Larve are over an inch long ;-- 
They are of a brown color, with a light longitudi- 
nal stripe ;—their heads lighter than their bodies ; 
and appear to be very voracious. 

We are glad to learn, by a gentlemen from 
Sherburne, that some pastures first attacked by 
the insect are recovering their verdure ; and that 
the roots of the grass are not injured. 

Query. Are not some of the arid appearances in 
the country to be attributed to the great drought 
now experienced, operating on poor and exhaust-

‘BAPTIST MISSIONS IN INDIA. 


The following letter contains much interesting 
information respecting the Baptist Missionary 
Stations in India. } 

Mxtract of a letter from Reo. Geonce H. Hoven, 
to one of the Editors of the American Baptist 
Magazine, dated Serampore, April 27, 1816. 

Rev. anid Dear Sir,—The time of our sailing 
as probably known to you soon after that event. 

Ve went to sea under a fair and pleasant breeze, 

which continued several days, and carried us ra- 

idly on our voyage ; and it is remarkable, that 
uring the whole passage, we were retarded but 
by few calms, | diverted from the intended 
ourse by no storms. In a hundred and twenty 

ys, after we took the last survey of the Ameri- 
san coast, We beheld that of the Asiatic ; and on 
he hundred and thirty-second sfier we embark-

Besides the European school for young ladies, 
under the direction of Mrs. Marshman, in which 
the various branches of English literature,togéth- 
er with music, painting, and embroidery, are 
taught, and which consists of fifty scholars; there 
are two others, composed of boys, conducted by 
Mr. Marshman, who instructs in the English lan- 
guage, the one consisting of about fifty, and a- 
nother of about the same number, for Portuguese 
Besides these there is a free school for 


guage on the Lancasterean plan, its number about 
fifty. To increase she necessity of manual labor, 
the manufacturing of paper of various qualities 
and sizes is carried on upon the mission-premises, 
by at least one hundred and fifty natives, and ma- 
hy more are engaged in gardening. Ali the pro- 
fits arising from these different branches of busi- 
ness, are thrown into a common stock, and eonse- 
crated to missionary operations. In addition to 
these labors, brethren are also indefatigable in 
their employment as ministers of the word. 

There is a punlic library belonging to the es- 
tablish'rent, which contains about forty-five hun- 
dred volumes, on the various subjects in modern 
literature, but more particularly relating to di- 
vinity, and to the customs, manners, languages, 
and histories of the oricntal nations. Besides ac- 
cess to this, each missionary has a library for his 
own particular use, of considerable extent. 

At Calcutta, beth in the town and%at the fort, 
are congregations, which several (mes in the 
week are favored with the ministergbattendance 
of brethren Lawson and E.Carey. At Seram- 
pore, ana its vicinity, brethren Carey, Marshman, 
Ward, and Yates, are employed, pestionts sly on 
I.ord’s days, ia preaching in English and Benga- 
lee. Every evening at five o’clock, brotherWard, 
before his workman leave the printing-office, 
reads. expounds, and prays in Bengalee, aud at 
eight o’clo:k in the evening and nine im the morn- 
ing, al) the several families residing ow the mis- 
sion-premises, meet in the Chapel, where is wor- 
ship in singing, reading, and prayer. Every Sa- 
turday cvening, some profitable subject is pre- 
sented in the word ef God, upon which the bre- 
thren communicate what they think proper. The 
two pawphlets which herewith I send you, will 
develope the of the mission here in a 
more distinct manner than I now have lime or in- 
formation to do by writing. 

Communication between this and Rangoon is 
very frequent, which to us is a favorable circum- 
stance, as it will enable us the sooner to join bro- 
ther Judson, afford us a constant and ‘profitable 
correspondence with ‘our brethren hére, and 
thereby yield us many facilities, which we could 
not realise were our situation to be mofe remote.

In 
the afternoon heard the venerable Dr. Carey, in 
Bengalee, in the same place, preach to about a 
hundred and thirty natives and Portuguese.— 
They all behaved in a very civil manner, and lis- 
tened with as much attention, as will be discover. 
ed generally in your congregations. The sing- 
ing of the native Christians was affecting to us, 
who had never heard the like, although we could 
not understand them.

It is my determination to give you from time to 
time, all the information relative to the country, 
missionary operations, &c. that I can possibly 
collect.

HESSIAN FLY. 
From the Philadelphia Daily Advertiser. 


Mr. Poulson,—In your paper of Saturday last, 
I saw a distressing account of the ravages making 


by the Hessian Fiy in some parts of Virginia. 1 | 


give you the following expcriments, with their 
results, which you will please to publish ; if any 
one shall think them so far worthy of notice as to 
improve upon them, and shall receive benefit from 
them, I shall feel happy in having sent them. 

A few years since, 1 hati a field of wheat which 


was sown early and came forward flourishing ; | 
towards the latter end of October | discovered it | 


to be languishing, & a number of the stalks dying. 
Upon examination, it was discovered to be occa- 
sioned by the Hessian Fly. Having seen the ef- 
fect of plaister of paris on other insects, | imme- 
diately ordered my wheat to be sown with it ; in 
two or three weeks it recovered its verdure, and 
Thad a good crop. ; 

The ensuing season IT sowed a field adjoining 
my neighbor, who likewise sowe'l his adjoining 
field about the same time ; in the beginning of 
April I sowed my wheat with clover seed, and 
without any view to the fly, but merely for the 


after I sowed it with fine plaster. I hadan ex- 
cellent crop of wheat—my neighbor, with noth- 
ing but a fence between us, had his so much in- 


jured by the Fly, that he had not more than half , 


acrop; the fly, has since left the neighborhood, 


; and I have had no occasion for further experi- | 


ment. Possibly the season may now be wo far 


advanced for the grain to receive any benefit from | 


the plaister, but I think it worth the trial.

The insect already appears in two shapes, 
that of the maggot, and that of the chrysalis or 
the flaxseed state, in which it no longer eats, and 
of course no longer injures. 

We have before us a treatise on the Hessian 
Fly, written in 1792, by Jonathan N. Havens,once 
a member of the House of Representatives, a man 
of acute mind. He states, as the result of his ob- 
servations,there are two generations of this insect 
in the year—that it “ has no dependence upon the 
wheat in grain, either for food, or #s a place in 


which to deposit any nit or egg for the preserva. | 
| tion of its species : but is in the winter season a | 
chrysalie, and remains through the whole winter ° 


in the field on the green wheat, without sufferin 
any apparent injury from frost or snow, cam 
is transformed into a fly, as soon as the weather 
becomes warm enough in the spring.’”? The time 
when this (ra sformation begins, depends upon 
the temperature of the air, and therefore varies in 
the same country : but he estimates this trans- 
formation to take place in an average period of 
about three weeks. ‘ The fly disengages itsclf 
from the wheat by boring a small round hole 
through the brown (chrysaline) case in which it 
is enclosed, and through the leaf of the wheat just 
een to the place where it is lodged, and this 
hole may be easily discovered as long as the stub- 
ble remains entire. The fly, very soon after it 
comes out, is prepared to spread itselfin the 
field where it has lain ¢ 


going on to suningr wheat, which would other- 
wise escape without being injured. The great 
variety in the time of its first coming out, produ- 
ces the like variety in the time of its depositing 
the egg or the maggot, but this may be generally 
placed between the 20th of April and the 10th of

; On, Mr H. says that “ the ot is 
properly the first state, or mode of existence with 
the insect ; for although it appears, at first, to re- 
semble an egg, yet he is inclined to believe that 
the fly is viviparous for he never could discover 
that ony transformation took place from an egg 
te a Maggot.” 

_ Mr. H. proposes, as a means of getting rid of 
it, or at least of circumscribing its ravages, Ist, 
to destray the stubble of grain soon after the harvest, 
by which most of the chrysalis will be destroyed : 
and, 2diy, to cultivate principally, the different 
sorts of bearded wheat—which have a more solid 
straw than the bald wheat, resists the impression 
made by the body of the insect, aad ina great 
measure prevents the injury, which arises from 
preventing the rise of the sap.
